Enemy Retreats 
On 100-Mile Front

TOKYO. Wednesday, June 
20 — (UP) — Allied forces 
‘threw strongly-resisting 
‘Communists back across the 
‘Nangang River in eastern Ko- 
rea Tuesday and moved to po- 
‘sitions threatening the Reds’ 
last important east-west road 
‘network below the battered 
east coast port of Wonsan. 

The advance placed the Allies 
firmly astride a valley route to 
Kosing on the Japan Sea, where 


the coastline cuts sharply north- 
‘west toward Wonsan.

‘that fan out from the city would 
‘collapse the eastern end of the 
‘Communist line, probably forcing 
the Reds to abandon the staging

‘COMMUNISTS RETREAT 


The Nangang River battle, 
‘fought on the front west of the 
east-coast city of Kansong, 26 
miles north of the 38th Parallel, 
was the most important reported 
Tuesday. The Communists re- 
treated along a 100-mile front 
elsewhere in Korea, apparently 
abandoning their recently-regained 
foothold at the northern apex of 
the liberated triangle. 


| Front dispatches said the strong 
screening forces which had been 
fighting on the central and west- 
‘ern fronts had faded back, opening 
the way for a three-to-five mile 
‘Allied advance. 


The Red air force also came off 
‘second best for the third day in 
‘a row. Four Russian-made jets 
‘were mauled by Allied fighters in 
'a 57-plane dogfight over northern 
Korea. 


SUPERFORTS STRIKE 


B-29 Superforts roared north 
Tuesday night to lash Communist 
troops on the eastern front with a 
deadly rain of fragments from 
more than 100 tons of radar-fused, 
airbursting high explosive bombs.

Price, Wage 
Curbs Voted 
8 Months 


Senators Oppose 
2 Meat Rollbacks

WASHINGTON, June 19 — The 
senate banking and currency com- 
mittee approved Tuesday a eight- 
month extension of price, wage 
and rent controls but wrote into 
the bill a stringent limitation on 
rolling back the price of meat or 
any other item under regulation. 
One major effect of this curb, 
carried by a vote of 7 to 6, would 
be to cancel out the second and 
third stages of the rollback on beef 
prices that would have applied 
across-the-board to producer, 
packer, wholesaler and retailer 
alike. The 10 per cent rollback, ° 
now in effect, cuts only the price 
the producer can get for his cattle, 

The limitation also would knock 
out rollbacks in the price af ma- 
chinery, cotton textiles, apparel 
jand 3 acre ge manufacturers’ items, 
scheduled to go into effect within 
the next two months. 

_ Eric Johnston, Economic Stabi- 
lizer, voicing the first official ad 
ministration reaction, declared the 
senate committee’s action, follow- 
ing on the heels of a similar, if 
less severe, curb by the house 
banking committee, would be “sad 
news to every American housewife 
who is struggling with her own 
family budget.” 

The limitation on rollbacks, con- 
tained in an amendment by Sen, 
Maybank, Democraf, South Caro- 
lina, who heads the committee, 
and Sen. Schoeppel, Republican, 
Kansas, states: 

“No ceiling price shall become 
effective which is below the lower 
alternative (A) the price prevail- 
ing just before the date of issuance 
of the regulation or order estab- 
lishing such ceiling price, or (B) 
the price prevailing during the

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A Ruling on the Unit System 


Superior Court Judge H. E. Nichols, 
of the Rome judicial circuit, announced 
yesterday he would rule, after careful 
study of all briefs submitted, on the valid- 
ity of Georgia’s county unit system. 


The case presented was one previously | 


denounced as “bogus” by the state ad- 
ministration and the attorney general who 
announced he would have no part in it. 
The court revealed, however, the attorney 
general had changed his mind and had in- 
tervened with a brief. 

We think the judge’s description of the 
Suit was more nearly correct. The suit is, 
he said, “a turkey gobbler dressed up in 
a tomtit’s feathers.” In other words, it is 
a big case thqugh disguised by the appear- 
ance of a minor one. 

We have never believed the unit system 


democratic and have had grave doubts as to 
its legal validity. It was designed for a 
state with a small, rural population. Popu- 
lation shifts and growth have combined to 


make it inequitable and discriminatory

New Jersey Shows the Way

as in the case of the cigarette law or of the 
permissive .sort under the so-called Fair 
Trade Laws, is contrary to traditional 
American concepts of doing business. Yet, 
most of those who favor such laws consider 
themselves firm believers in free enter- 
prise. 


There is no more reason why the state 
should fix the price of cigarettes than of 
shoes and bread.

Revenue Department has not yet acted on 
a recommendation of a Fulton County 
grand jury that liquor price-fixing be elim- 
inated.

Inflation and Price Rollbacks 


In selecting beef prices for the first 
rollbacks under the control program, Price 
Administrator DiSalle was on firm ground. 
Beef has been selling at better than 150 
per cent of parity. By next Oct. 1, under 
Mr. DiSalle’s orders, it would be brought 
down to approximately 125 per cent of 
parity, which is a generous price by any 
standard. 

These rollback orders have become as- 
sociated in the public mind with the effec- 
tiveness of the entire price-control effort. 
Mr. DiSalle himself believes the success 
of the whole program hinges on beef price 
rollbacks. 

But the House and Senate banking com- 
mittees have succumbed to the shrieks of 
lobbyists for the beef organizations and 
packers and have voted to bar any further 
cuts in beef prices beyond the 10 per cent 
cut which was effective on May 19. Thus, 
two additional proposed reductions of 4% 
per cent each on Aug. 1 and Oct. 1 would 
be blocked. It is from these that the 
housewife had expected most relief at the 
retail meat counter. 

Regardless of how strong may be other 
aspects of the new control authority, if 
the action of the committees is allowed to 
stand the country will suffer. 


If the Congress is not willing to go 
along with efforts to roll back prices which 
by any standard have got way out of hand, 
the public can be expected,to question the 
good faith of the lawmakefs. 

Moreover, as Sen, Blair Moody of Mich- 
igan warned, failure to back up the reduc- 
tion may establish a new basis for the 
stabilization of wages. That is so because 
wage ceilings necessarily’ are based upon 
the cost of living. | 

Instead of modified controls, as the 
House and Senate committees have voted, 
tougher controls are needed all along the 
line, including wages and rents. . 

Inflationary pressure is not likely to 
ease up. Rather, it will increase. Employ- 
ment is at the highest point since the last 
war year. Incomes are up. War orders 
are going out at a rapid rate and by July 
of next year production. is expected to 
reach a rate of $60,000,000,000 annually. 
Consumer goods will become scarcer. Un- 


less adequate price and wage controls and 


credit restrictions are available the coun- 
try may suffer from ruinous ‘inflation. 

We hope the full House and Senate will 
refuse to accept modified controls but will 
insist upon strengthening the government’s 
powers to curb inflation.

Truman Keeps 


Them Guessing 


WASHINGTON—President Truman’s future - 
political plans continue to be a subject of inter- , 


ested speculation, despite a feeling that has been 
growing in recent months that he will not be a candidate for a 
third term. 

What gives zest to the speculation is the habit Mr. Truman has 
of dropping some side remark every now and then which has the 
effect of confusing the prognosticators. He let something of the 
kind drop at his last press conference when a newspapérman 
asked him what he thought of a proposal by Sen. Paul Douglas, 
Democrat of Illinois, that both major parties join in nominating 
Gen. Dwight Eisenhower as their presidential candidate next year. 

The President’s reply was to suggest that maybe Senator Doug- 
Jas was angling for a place on the ticket as the Democratic Vice- 
Presidential nominee. Some of those who heard him got the im- 
pression that he was throwing cold water on the proposal, which 
in turn caused them to think he was still interested in the nomi- 
nation himself. 

Some weeks back he started another wave of speculation by 
saying he had already definitely made up his mind about 1952, 
but obviously wasn’t ready to announce it yet. It was reasoned at 
the time that if he had arrived at a decision this far in advance 
of the next national convention it could only be on the side of 
not running. 


e Furor Since then a lot of things have happened, chiefly revolv- 


ing around the furor raised over his dismissal of Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur, which promises to have political repercus- 
sions extending into the 1952 campaign. Also a number of promi- 
nent Democratic leaders have come out openly in favor of a Tru- 
man third-term nomination. 

Nevertheless, the consensus of feeling among informed Demo- 
cratic leaders is that Mr. Truman will be ready to retire at the 
end of his present term. The argument that seems to carry weight 
is that if he should seek another term he would run smack into 
the popular feeling on the third-term issue—an issue that promises 
to become very real with the ratification last fall of the new 22nd 
Amendment to the Constitution. 

While the amendment specifically exempts*the present occupant 
of the White House from its provisions, it is pointed out that 
Mr. Truman would lend himself to the charge of violating the 
spirit of the amendment if he did accept another nomination. The 
amendment, of course, limits a President to two elective terms, and 
provides that if he has served more than two years of another 
President’s term he,shall be elected only once. 

Before being elected in his own right in 1948 Mr. Truman had 
served for three years, nine months and seven days. He clearly 
would ‘not be eligible to run again but for the exemption granted 
him in the new amendment. 


Trouble Many Democrats see trouble for him if he should 

accept the nomination in disregard of the spirit of 
what is now a part of the organic law. Republicans, it is held, 
would Be sure to make the most of it. Some hold that the third- 
term issue, added to the other issues which the Administration 
must face in the campaign next year, would make it difficult 
for him to win. 

It is far too early yet. but sooner or later a clamor may be 
expected to begin within the party for Mr. Truman to deelare him- 
self with regard to his ’52 plans. Party leaders will want to know 
in order to shape their own plans accordingly. 

Still there is nothing to prevent him from going right up to 
the date of the convention without disclosing his intentions. The 
late President Franklin D. Roosevelt did that in 1940, when he 
broke precedent by running for a third term. Such a course would 
enable Mr. Truman to better maintain control over the situation. 
If he announced his retirément early there would be a widespread 
scramble over delegates.

Dispersal Is Desirable Goal 


WASHINGTON—A good deal has been said about the need of.dispersing our 
industry in order to avoid the possibility of crippling destruction of our productive 


facilities by atomic attack on heavily concentrated industrial areas. 


The: oppor- 


tunity was opened to do this, at least so far as new and expanded plant facilities 
in the current defense program are concerned. It perhaps has been generally 


assumed that such plans had been made. that 
That fact is revealed in two exhaustive congressional investigations, one 


whatever has been done. 


It now turns out, however, that. nothing 


by the hard subcommittee of the House expenditures committee and another by the staff of the 


joint committee on the economic report. 

There is also an important economic objective 
to be reached by dispersal of new plant capacity, 
aside from the vital one of national security. 
This is to distribute industrial capacity more 
widely geographically as a means of developing 
areas of our country that are far behind their 
industrial potential. 


That, itself, would increase income in 
those areas generally, as the joint commit- 
tee’s staff analysis shows and, as it. adds, 
“make for greater stability in the long run” 
in the whole national economy. 


This objective is recognized, along with that 
of national security, by two senators from geo- 
graphical areas that are seeking greater indus- 
trial development—Senators Joseph O’Mahoney 
(Dem., Wyo.), from the Mountain West, who is 
chairman of the joint committee, and John 
Sparkman (Dem., Ala.), from the South, ranking 
committee member. 

They would accomplish as much dispersal as 
is possible in further expansion of defense in- 
dustry by using the authority exercised by the 
National Production Authority in issuance of so- 
called certificates of. necessity for new defense 
plant capacity and in granting guaranteed loans 
for new facilities for defense. A certificate of 
necessity permits generous tax write-offs so that 
amortization of new defense plant capacity is 
possible within five years. 

Jointly the two senators have proposed an 
amendment to the pending defense production 
bill which would require that hereafter certifi- 
cates could be issued, loans granted, and govern- 
ment facilities, equipment and processes used 
only upon a finding by the President that it was 
in compliance with “a sound policy (1} utilizing 
fully the human and natural resources of the 
nation wherever located, (2) dispersing produc- 
tive capacity for purposes of national security 


and (3) minimizing the necessity for further 
concentrations of population in areas in which 


available housing and community facilities are 
presently overburdened.” 

Already $6 billion of certificates have been 
approved, covering 1,570 defense expansion proj- 
ects, with over $41 billion still pending involve 
ing over 7,000 projects. In this large volume, 
the dispersal factor was not considered, though it 
was specified that it should be an executive order 
issued by President Truman when the certificate 
operation was instituted, first by the National 
Resources Security Board before it was trans- 
ferred to NPA. 

“Much of the expansion for which certificates 
of necessity have been approved has taken place 
in metropolitan areas or in’areas of existing 
large-scale industrial concentration,” the eco- 
nomic committee staff said in its report. 


It conceded that many certificates were 
for highly integrated extensions of heavy in- 
dustry or for expanding existing mining for 
oil-production facilities, and said as the ex- 
pansion program moves into capacity for fin- - 
ished production “the way is open for using 
areas which both are strategically more se- 
cure and where there are reserves of man- 
power and other resources.” 


The House expenditures subcommittee, headed 
by Rep. Porter Hardy Jr. (Dem., Va.), was very 
critical of NPA’s failure to consider the dis- 
persal factor in granting certificates and loans, 
calling it “most illogical and unreasonable.” 

The Hardy report pointed out that in one 
case investigated involving an industry vital to 
defense, now 80 to 90 per cent concentrated 
within a 10-mile radius, one of the biggest pro- 


_ ducers sought a certificate to build a plant far 


from the concentrated area, but was offered the 
lowest tax benefit of any certificate issued. Upon 
later reconsideration NPA offered a higher tax 
allowance, but the applicant already had pro- 
ceeded ‘with construction in the same concen- 
trated area.

Political Code Offered To Allay Cynicism

WASHINGTON, June 19—A special Senate subcommittee was urged Tuesday to adopt a set of 


“Ten Commandments for Congressmen” 


as one means of combatting the “greatest problem” of public 


cynicism toward politics. Sen. Benton, Democrat, Connecticut, whe made the proposal, was one of two 
witnesses appearing before a subcommittee on ethics of the Senate Labor and Public Welfare Com- 


mittee. Sen. Douglas, Democrat, Illinois, 
Controller General. 
The two told the Senate group there was 
a pressing need for revaluation of moral 
standards to prevent corruption in Govern- 
ment. They not only urged the tightening of 
ethics but said that these moral forces should 
be backed by greater legal force to stamp out 
fraud.

witnesses advanced these suggestions, 

1, Appointment of a non-partisan continuing 
commission to issue reports each two years, after 
elections, reporting “low blows delivered during 
the heat of a political campaign and to admonish 
against them.” 

2. A study of means of putting more teeth 
into laws regulating campaign expenditures and 
of preventing the ‘“‘mortgage in advance” of 
elected candidates. 

3. The jailing, public pilloring and denial of 
parole to anyone found guilty of defrauding the 
Government. 


4. Discontinuance of dollar-a-year men. 

5. Assurance that any constructive « measure 
for strengthening the moral fiber of the Gov- 
ernment would receive whole-hearted public 
support. 

6. Adoption, in transactions with the Govern- 
ment, of a “little old-fashioned common honesty, 
decency and fair dealings.” 

Sen. Bentan declared the major causes of 
public cynicism toward Congress were interest 
groups, a free press and political campaigns. 

The press, he said, while “by far the most im- 
portant safeguard to our democracy,” gives head- 
lines to the “unusual and dramatic.” The most 
serious ethical strains on members of Congress, 
he declared, however, “are those of financing 
and conducting political campaigns and the en- 
suing absence of explicit ethical standards against 
which to measure day-by-day legislative actions.” 

“I am suggesting,” the Senator said, “‘that one 
of the biggest stumbling blocks in the path of 
decent government and politics is the present 
crazy-quilt pattern of so-called corrupt prac- 
tices laws, Federal and State.”’ He told the sub- 
committee that in 1950 two Senators were reputed 
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is chairman. The other witness was Lindsay C. Warren, U. S. 


to have. registered campaign contributions 
amounting to over $2,000,000, each of which was, 
he added, $1,925,000 more than each will be paid 
during his six-year term. He did not name the 
Senators. 


Warren, commenting that there has been a 
“weakening of moral standards all along the 
line,’ told the Senators: “I no longer feel we 
can rely on the moral training of all those who 
come into or deal with the Government.” 


At one point Warren declared, “good adminis- 
tration begins at the top.” Sen. Douglas quickly 
asked, after a wave of laughter in the committee 
room, *“‘Would you like to enlarge on that?” 


“T meant administration by department heads,” 
the witness replied,*“the President can fire some 
of them and some of themehe can’t.” 


The “Ten Commandments” proposed by 
Sen. Benton call for the member excusing 
himself from voting on a matter in which he 
has a direct financial interest; not to use 
his office to exert extra-legal pressure over 
decisions of executive or administrative 
agencies; 


Also: To treat committee witnesses with 
courtesy and fairness; not to abuse privilege of 
congressional immunity; not to make charges 
on the floor that he would not make in public; 
not to indulge in personal vilification of any 
kind; not to vote on any issue without attempt- 
ing to consider the “voiceless interest of the 
unorganized”; 

Also: To try to be loyal to the promises of his 
political party; in all actions and words try to 
educate and clarify and never to obscure or con- 
fuse and not to waste his own or colleagues’ 
time with irrelevant and inconsequential talk in 
committee or on the floor.

PARIS, June 19—Premier Henri Queuille at Wednesday’s meet- 
ing of his Cabinet, which is now considered resigned, will consult 
with its members over steps to be taken between now and the con- 
vening of the new National Assembly on July 5 to prepare the way 
for the formation of the next new coalition ministry, 

Negotiations now starting should end in the fixing of a pro- 
gram to be the basis of the Cabinet the next premier will form. The 
party groups of the assembly will now meet daily at the Palais 
Bourbon to discuss these affairs. 

As pointed out Tuesday by Ex-Premier Rene Pleven, there are 
only three possible political formations in view. These would be: 

1. A union government around Gen. Charles de Gaulle, includ- 
ing all the parties in the assembly with the exception of the Com- 
munists. 

2. A government composed of the Third Force radicals, Popular 
Republicans and Socialists, in combination with M. Pleven’s Demo- 
cratic Union and at least a sizable group of the “Fourth Force” 
represented by the Independent, Peasants and Conservative parties. 

3. A majority hinged on the right, including the Gaullists but 
which leaves the Socialists in opposition along with the Communists. 

Statements made by the leaders of all parties would seem to in- 
dicate that they are willing to consider all the formations and the 
program is the factor which in the last analysis will count. It was 
evident, however, that most party leaders were for the moment bent 
on leaving the first and last proposals out. The initial attempt will 
be for the Third Force to combine with the strongest section possi- 
ble from the “Fourth Force” group so as to make a Cabinet slightly 
more to the right than those which have controlled the last Legisla- 
ture, but continuing to hold off both the Communists and De Gaulle, 

The task of getting the Centrist and Conservative groups to- 
gether despite the reduction of the Communist numbers has been, 
if anything, intensified by changes in the Assembly’s composition. 
Instead of five big slices in the half pie of the Assembly’s semi- 
circular house, in which the Communists and Popular Republicans 
were over-sized, the slices now are six, in almost equivalent por- 
tions. This has served to increase the demands which will be made 
by the parties which were formerly low in numerical strength like 
the radical’ and Independents. 

The program will be just as difficult as ever. For while all 
center parties between De Gaulle and the Communists are agreed 
upon the basic principle of Republican institutions they are all of 
them incohesive in themselves and mutually disagreed on many of 
the major internal problems. None desire to alter France’s foreign 
policy. 

It has been observed that the new Assembly has not changed 
the balance as much as had been thought since the Communists and 
Gaullists did not make good all their election claims. It is, never- 
theless, apparent that, from the United States’ point of view, the ob- 
jective of desirable stability is not attained and in view of the fact 
that the Socialists are basically Marxist, somthing like 60 per cent 
of the voters of France have given their support to one kind or 
another of extremist policy. 

Most political observers nevertheless preserve their optimism, 
knowing that the French leaders have a remarkable faculty of 
adaptation which will help them find a way to overcome the ob- 
stacles ahead,

No Easy Divorce in Those Days 


When Georgia's first divorce was granted 
fn 1801, the legislature,’ incensed by the 
charges brought by Rebecca Echols against 
her husband James, declared his treatment 
of his wife had been marked with great 
cruelty, “exhibiting more the frantic, violence 
of an insane man than the clemency of a 
tational and humane husband.” To obtain a 


divorce in those days, it was required by 
the State Constitution that the Superior Court 
authorize it and that both Houses of the Legis- 
lature agree by a two-thirds majority to grant 
the decree. To make divorce easier and to re- 
lieve the legislators of this responsibility, an 
amendment passed in 1833 made divorces 
final when agreed to by two special juries.

DEAR MARY HAWORTH: A 
doctor recently told me that my 
daughter should go to a mental 
institution for at least a year or 
more, I was quite angry with 
him. ‘. 


Then a few days ago one of 
her teachers told me that she 
acted strangely at times. She 
said that she would sit in class 
and talk to herself and have 
spells of crying. 


Juanita is 21 years old and a 
sophomore in college. Her father 
and I don’t see her much. I am 
out of the city much of the time, 
and her father’s work keeps him 
rather fully occupied. We can- 
not afford to let the public know 
that our daughter is mentally 
unbalanced, as we have our so- 
cial position to maintain. Do 
you think if we sent her away 
that it would ruin my husband 
and me? wi 8 

DEAR C. S.: I gather that 
your daughter’s emotional ill- 
ness is linked to your character- 
istic unwillingness to consider 
the possibility that you could be 

“at fault or a failure in anything. 
This attitude suggests that in 
syour formative years you were 

‘the hapless, critically dismayed 
target of scathing family criti- 
cism and perfectionist demands 
from authoritative persons—so 
that you grew up struggling too 
hard for “social” acceptance; 
and also disposed to wear blind- 
ers to frightening aspects of 
reality. 

While making life inordi- 
nately difficult for your child, 
you'd tend also to reject her for 
not possessing every lovely qual- 
ity, in ripe abundance. Probably 
something of this sort happened 
to Juanita. 


Perhaps it has been years 
since you've tried to really 
talk with Juanita; while she, 
feeling fearfully isolated, be- 
gan to develop a dream world 
of activity, substituting fan- 
tasy for the warm human con- 
tacts that seemed closed to 
her. 


If Juanita is self enclosed in 
mental illness at present, she 
ought to have hospital care, the 
best available. It is your duty 
to arrange it. The more hours 
of treatment, in a good environ- 
ment, by able specialists, the 
better her chances of quick and 
full recovery. 


Plainly the experience of 
motherhood has meant little 
to you thus far, or you couldn’t 
write so callously about Jua- 
nita’s distress. You seem 
chiefly preoccupied with your 
threatened position; thus I 
gather you've substituted 
phony social values for the 
reality of good human rela- 
tions. 


In any event, Juanita needs 
psychiatric help as a person with 
brain tumor would need sur- 
gery and as you lead her into 
the field of treatment, you'll be 
widening your own horizon, to 
your lasting benefit. M. H.

“What kind of cooking utensils will I need? How much should 


I spend?” asks the bride-to-be. 


The experienced homemaker answers, “Put your money into 
utensils which will have steady use. Buy a few things with many 
purposes; that are convenient to handle and store and easy to clean. 


Before buying a “set” of uten- 
sils, price each piece individual- 
ly and figure whether a set is 
economical. Be sure you need 
each piece. 


Check these points of quality 
with a well-informed sales per- 
son: 


Durability: Will the utensil 
resist warping and bending? 

Cooking efficiency: Will it 
transfer heat quickly from out- 
side to inside? 


Ease of cleaning: Is it stain- 
resisting? 

Ease of using: Will 
and knobs stay cool? 
er fit snugly? Is size stamped 
on utensil, so recipes can be 
easily followed? 

Ease of storing: Will utensils 
nest in each other or hang by 
eye bolts? 

Aluminum, enameled ware, 
copper, stainless. steel, heat- 
proof glass, pottery, tin and iron 
are satisfactory materials. Each 
has its good qualities. 

Aluminum, double or triple- 
coated, conducts heat quickly 
and evenly and is strong. Enam- 
eled ware absorbs heat rapidly 
and holds it well. It withstands 
the heat of the oven, but is not 
suitable for top-stove “water- 
less cooking.” 

Tin utensils with a steel or 
fron base conduct heat rapidly 
but do not hold it well. Light- 
weight tin dents easily. Iron is 
excellent for frying and low 
temperature cooking, because it 
is durable, heats slowly and 


handles

-- ee - — 


cooks evenly. Stainless steel is 
durable and rust resistant, but 
it absorbs heat slowly and con- 
ducts it unevenly. Use low 
heat and guard against scorch- 
ing and sticking when cooking 
in stainless steel. 


Heat-resistant ceramic uten- 
sils are colorful and attractive 
for serving as well as cooking. 
Follow manufacturers’ instruc- 
tions carefully. Ease of clean- 
ing and “watching the pot boil” 
are advantages of glass utensils, 
in ovenware and top-of-stove 
pieces, 

The size of pans is important. 
They should cover the burner 
for maximum speed in cooking. 
They should not over-lap onto 
the stove, because they may 
crack the enamel. Flat-bot- 
tomed+pieces absorb heat more 
efficiently than curved bottoms. 


Be sure the rim and cover 
make close contact, and that the 
handle is well-balanced and 
won't tip the utensil.

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Should Apply 
In Baby Sitting

Babdy-sitting is not big busi- 
nes for, high schoolers. You 
won't rake in enough cash to set 
you to worrying about March 15 
income tax deadlines and you 
probably won’t be able to buy 
yourself a powder blue. con- 
vertible on the loot you get from 
playing foster parent by the 
hour. But you will be able to 
keep yourself in carfare and 
cosmetic cash—and pick up a lot 
of practical experience that will 
pay off when you’re baby-sitting 
for your own moppets. Here 
are a few rules to keep in mind 
next time you plan to play par- 
en* by proxy. 

LEARN YOUR DUTIES 


l. Before you agree to baby- 
sit, make sure that your duties 
are clearly understood and that. 
you state your rates. Don’t run 
the risk of showing up in your 
best bib and tucker only to dis- 
cover that you’re expected to 
wash the dinner dishes; don’t 
haggle over prices just before 
the baby’s parents are about to 
take off for the evening. 


2. Before the parents leave, 
make sure that you have the 
phone number of where they can 
be reached during the evening, 
as well as the number of the 
family doctor. There’s small 
chance that you’ll have to cope 
with an emergency, but you 
should know how to get in touch 
with both the parents and a 
physician if necessary. 

3. Keep in mind that baby-sit- 
ting is not a chance to catch up 
on all your back homework or 
to hold lengthy phone conversa- 
tions with vour friends. So don’t 
hustle the children off to bed 
before their bedtime, just to al- 
low yourselt more freedom. Your 
big job is to keep the moppets 
healthy and happy, not to amuse. 
yourself. 

4. Baby-sitting doesn’t mean 
extra K. P. for you—don’t ex- 
pect kitchen privileges. Unless 
your employer specifically sug-° 
gests that you make yourself a 
snack when you get hungry, the 
kitchen is off limits except for 
heating the baby’s bottle. 


KEEP TO YOUR WORK 


Don’t pian to entertain all 
your friends when you’re doing 
your regular weekly baby-sit- 
ting stint. if you ask permission, 
it’s all right to have a girl friend 
over to keep you company, pro- 
vided you keep a sharp eye out 
for the baby in your charge. But 
it's in bad taste to entertain a 
fellow (your own mother doesn’t 
let you have boy visitors when 
ycu’re home alone, does she?), 
even if your employer gives you 
the go-ahead. You’re supposed 
to keep yvour mind on your 
work! 

6. Keep firmly in mind that 
you have a'big responsibility to 
take excellent care of the small 
fry you’re sitting with. While 
the narents are away, the full 
obligation falls on you. Treat 
the moppets as you would your 
own: better still, treat them as 


you’d want someone else to treat | 


your children.

Boil sugar and 
vinegar with cinnamon sticks 
for 5 minutes then drop in the 
peaches, Cook peaches 
tender, remove from vinegar. 
Boil the syrup, reducing it near- 
ly one half. Pour over the 
peaches which have been packed 
into sterilized jars. Seal.

Next 
day drain. Bring syrup to boil- 
ing point, add 1 cup sugar and 
pour over pickles. Let stand 
and again next day bring syrup 
to boil and pour over pickles. 
Place in jars, filling not too full 
and store until plump. These 
will shrink but will come back 
to normal size in time.

Gen. Omar N. Bradley, chair- 
man of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
said recently: 


“Our own program of defense 
against air attack, combined with 
the efforts of the Canadians, will 
provide such air defense for this 
continent that complete disaster 
will not overtake us. 


“This does not mean,” General 
Bradley added, “that the air 
forces and anti-aircraft defenses 
will preclude the possibility of 
this country being bombed. If a 
determined enemy is willing to 
expend the effort, some bombers 
will get through.” 

AIR FORCE HAS TARGETS 

Gen. Hoyt Vanderburg, Air 
Chief of Staff, says that if war 
with Russia should come, “the 
U. S. Air Force would instantly 
attack two targets —industries 
putting out enemy war weapons 
and the enemy air force itself.” 

General Vandenburg says it’s 
impossible to set up a perfect de- 
fense against a bombing attack 
by a large force of planes. He 
figures that some 70 percent of 
Russian planes making an attack 
in force might get by the radar 
screen and interceptor planes. 

“We can be hurt but I don’t 
believe the wounds can destroy 
our will and capacity to keep 
on fighting with terrific power,” 
he said. 

Russia’s tactical air force is 
rated strong but its long-range 
striking arm is considered much 
inferior to that of the United 
States. Russia has concentrated 
» on a tactical air force designed 
to supplement large land armies. 

Russia is reported to have 
several hundred TU-4 bombing 
planes, similar to our B-29s. Gen- 
eral Vandenburg savs the TU-4s 
could bring bomb loads to this 
country but they don’t carry 
enough gsoline to fly back to 
their bases. 

“Every industrial center in Rus- 
sia is within range of our B-36s|’ 
flying from North American 
bases,” he said. “B-29s, B-46s,| 
B-47s and B-50s can perform 
similar missions from overseas 
bases or with refueling techniques 
from this country.” 

NORTH POLE ROUTE 

The shortest air route between 
the two countries is over the 
North Polar region. Gen. Carl 
Spaatz (retired), former chief of 
the Air Force, has said: 

“Across the Arctic any indus- 
trial target is within the reach 
of our Air Force. The United 
States is similarly exposed.” 

Lt. Gen. Harold George, retired 
air officer, said recently, “Soviet 
bomber bases near the North Pole 
are only 5% hours flying time 
away from U. S. cities. When Rus- 
sia makes up her mind to attack, 
the first thing the Russians will do
